Mr. Blow’s announcement con- 
firmed a report early this month 
that Pontiac soon would be under 
definite contract to manufacture 
Oakland bodies in addition to all

tember a few Oakland bodies” 
been rolling off the line here daily. 

At present the plants are mak- 
ing about sixty Oakland bodies a 
day in addition to about 1,000 
Pontiac bodies, Mr. Blow declares. 
He predicted that mid-October 
will find the Oakland body pro- 
duction ‘up to 200 a day. 

Until September all Oakland 
bodies were made in the Detroit 
plants of the Fisher Corporation. 
An addition to the Pontiac plant 
costing $2,000,000 has made it pos- 
sible to increase greatly production 
here, and as rapidly as the work 
can be taken on the Oakland con- 
tracts are to be handled here nearer 
the plants where motors and chassis 
are manufactured The new addi- 
tion will be in partial use by No- 
vember. but will no! be fully occu- 
pied until next year 

“We are begging 
men right now,” 
“Soon we expect to have the largest 
pay roll in our history.” 

During this year employment 
the Fisher plants in Pontiac has 
been around 6.000 men, and next 
year it is anticipated there will be 
7,200 on the pay roll.

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High Type Highways Increasing 
Rapidly, Says U.S. Roads Bureau 


Washington, Oct. 1—With the 
co-operation of state highway de- 
partments, 8,184 miles of Federal- 
aid highways were improved in the 
fiscal year 1927-28 and 2,014 miles 
that had been previously improved 
by Federal aid were given surfaces 
of higher type, according to the 
Bureau of Public Roads, United 
States Department of Agricuiture. 
This work was done at a total 
cost of $205,043,784, of which the 
Federal government paid $88,056,- 
984, or 43 per cent. and _ the 
States paid the balance. 

Under supervision of the bureau 
281 miles of national forest roads 
were improved, bringing the total 
improved mileage of these roads to 
2,775 miles. The National Forest 
road system embraces at present a 
total of 13,911 miles. 

In the Federal-aid system there are 
1£7,753 miles of interstate and in- 
tercounty highways, of which, on 
June 30, 71,074 miles had been im- 
proved with Federal assistance and 
1,385 miles were undergoing stage 
construction—that is, were being

The 8.184 miles improved in 1928 
include 2,182 miles of graded and 
drained earth roads, 844 miles of 
sand-clay, 1.836 miles of gravel, 92 
miles of waterbound macadam, 464 
miles of bituminous macadam, 136 
miles of bituminous concrete, 2.533 
miles of Portland cement concrete 
and 42 miles paved with vitrified 
brick. There were 54 miles of 
bridges and approaches. 

Federal-aid highways are the most 
heavily traveled in the country. In- 
creased demands of a growing traf- 
fic are shown by the greater in- 
creases in the type more suitable fo1 
heavy traffic. The mileage of high 
types of pavements built. such as 
bituminous macadam, bituminous 
concrete, Portland cement concrete 
and vitrified brick increased 19 per 
cent. in 1928, while the mileage of 
low types, such as waterbound mac- 
adam, gravel. sand-clay and graded

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Massachusetts Insurance Tangle 


HEN the state of Massachusetts adopted its com- 

pulsory insurance law, which went into effect at the 
beginning of 1927, The Automotive Daily News was one of 
the first publications in the field to suggest that the idea 
had serious flaws and that it was doubtful if it could be 
placed on a workable basis. One of the least lovely traits in 
human nature is the common one of saying, “I told you so.” 
We do not want to fall into any such unbecoming conduct, 
but conditions in the Bay State at the present time certainly 
bear out the contentions of those who doubted the wisdom 
of the compulsory insurance law in the first place.

Whether the insurance com- 
panies are going to relish this may be left to the imagina- 
tion. 

When Massachusetts inaugurated this experiment we 
pointed out that it should be considered just that 
experiment. The state acted as a laboratory for the entire 
nation. Exactly what the experiment brought is beginning 
to appear. 

It is fortunate that other states were persuaded to delay 
hasty action in following the Massachusetts example. Im- 
mediately after that state passed its compulsory insurance 
law, no fewer than twenty-seven state Legislatures had sim- 
ilar measures submitted. In some cases it looked as if the 
proposed laws might become actual. Fortunately second 
thought prevailed and the other Legislatures. deferred action. 
There is always danger that action of this kind may pre- 
cipitate hasty action by other communities. If twenty-seven 
states had followed Massachusetts’ lead, the position of the 
insurance companies at the present time would be peculiarly 
unhappy. They would be compelled to handle automobile 
business at a loss in order to keep on doing general business 
in the states. Compulsory insurance on the Massachusetts 
plan has got a long way to go to prove its case. 


Railroad Profits 


N THE PAST the railways have been inclined to look 

somewhat askance at the automotive industry as a busi- 
ness that takes away from it transportation which it should 
carry. It has been pointed out, however, that the railways 
get back in carrying vehicles, parts, materials and what-not 
for the automotive industry, more than they lose by individ- 
vals driving or sending freight by motor vehicle that ofice 
would have gone by train. 

A concrete instance of what automotive shipments mean 
to the railways has recently come to light in a story from 
the Buick organization covering its freight shipments. Every 
day of the year Buick ships from 60 to 90 carloads of cars 
out of Flint to Chicago Junction. About the same number 
go to Suspension Bridge, Ontario. A trainload goes to De- 
troit, one to Toledo and usually one for Milwaukee. 
addition to these there are about thirty carload shipments 
for export. Of course Buick sends some cars overland by | 
dealer driveaways and these amount to some 200 cars a 
day, but the railways get the bulk of the business. 

When we remember that other automobile companies 
are handing the railways similar business, according to 
their capacities, the traditional carriers have little cause 
for wailing.

Formerly if a garage operated a 
wash rack, storage space, tire 
repair department, etc., it was 
charged at the rate of a license for 
each department. Under the new 
scheme which the section had suc- 
cesstully negotiated with the city 
license department, it had been 
agreed that a garage must have 
some parking and storage space, 
and that it was therefore unfair to 
charge on the basis of the maximum 
reem available for storage, but 
rather that the amount should be 
based on the space from which 
actual revenue for the storage of 
cars is secured. A further victory 
for the trade was the admission that 
a wash rack might be operated in 
conjunction with the ordinary busi- 
ness of a garage. and that if this 
was the case it would not in future 
require a separate license. The li- 
cense department of the city also 
granted some other concessions to 
the trade as the result of the ne- 
gotiation.

"AC Spark Plug Company Has 200,000 


Flint, Mich., Oct. 1—Twentieih 
anniversary of the AC Spark Plug 
Company in Fli-nt, which was at- 
tained on September 23, recalls the 
story of tihat pioneer concern 
which had its inception in Boston 
in 1993—one of the earliest spark 
plug plants in America. 

In 1908 the late Albert Champion, 
foundet of the AC company, and his 
associate, Basil W. de Guichard, now 
president and general manager, re- 
moved to Flint, and forming an as- 
soc ation with William C. Durant 
began operations with fifteen em- 
ployees in a small corner of a Buick } 
building. | 

The early progress of the AC com- ; 

pany went hand in hand with that | 
of the tocal automobile companies, 
and shortly after beginning opera- 
tions, AC outgrew its original quar- 
ters in the Buick location and moved 
into its own two-story building 
erected to provide the larger space | 
needed. 

With the rising tide of the auto- 
mobile’s popularity the demand for 
spark plugs increased, and before 
1912 had passed AC was producing 
about 2000 spark plugs a day and 
working at capacity. This con- 
trasts with today’s daily capacity of 
200,000, but in 1912 the total num- 
ber of cars and trucks produced 
in this country was only 375,000, 
and there were but 992,900 in the 
entire country, most’ of them with 
one or two cylinder engines. So 
it can be seen a production in 1912 
of 2,000 plugs a day, or 690,000 a 
year, meant that AC was a leader 
then as it is today. 

At an early date 
began organization of its research 
department, which today com- 
nosed of some of the industry’s most 
eminent engineers. The work of this 
pioneer research department has 

contributed much to the progress 
of the automobile by anticipating 
future engine designs and keeping 
spark plug development far in ad- 
vance of engine requirements. This 
in turn made it possible for car 
manufacturers to adopt high com- 
pression engines withcut any delay. 

Again, before the United States 
entered the World War, eleven years | 
ago, AC research engineers had de- 
veloped an efficient spark plug for 
airplanes. So, when the govern- 
ment sent out a hurry call for air- 
plane plugs, the company was able 
almost immediately to go into pro- 
duction. 

The day the armistice was signed 
AC was producing more than 50,000 
aircraft plugs daily for equipment 
on all Wright, Liberty and His- 
pano-Suiza engines, as well as on 
many other engines built in the 
Allied countries. 

As a str™ing example of the far- 
reaching importance played by re- 
search work, the spark plugs used 
by Lindbergh were designed and} 
developed years in advance of his

Oct. 1.—Conart Mo- 
tor Sales, Inc., has been extreme- 
ly successful in its business of 
selling used cars from an open- 
air lot during the past four or five 
years and now. this company has 
brought out an entirely new wrin- 
kle, which is going over excep- 
tionally weli. 

This sales scneme is known as 
the Conart Family Purchase Plan, 
and a used car may be purchased 
from the company with a down 
payment of only $1, immediate 
possession of the car being given 
following the O. K. by the credit 
department. 

This plan works out somewhat 
as follows: The purchaser pays $1 
down and gives a mortgage on his 
personal property, which may be 
household goods, an automobile, 
diamonds, a radio or whatever 
personal property he may have 
which is equal to 40 per cent. of 
the entire cost of the car. Ona 
$150 car the buyer pays $1 down 
and then $10 a month, and cars 
running 2s high as $525 and higher 
are sold on this plan, the monthly 
payment in the latter case being 
$35 or more, 

The success of 
easily seen when 
week ago delivered twenty 
mobiles in three days and 
week up to 6.3¢ on Sunday 
orders for twent¥-seven cars. 

“Strange to relate,”” Mr. Conart 
states. “a much better class of 
sales have been made on this plan 
than under ordinary conditions.

This company has only one lot 
in Akron, which is open air, and 
will sell on an average of at least 
twenty a week, although this 
new sales plan is. of course, in- 
creasing the average tremen- 
dously. 

It is not expected at present that 
the $1 down plan will be con- 
tinued indefnitely, but will be 
used rather as a special sales fea- 
ture which will be used from time 
to time as the stock of cars war- 
rants.

public safety meetings. More than 
75 per cent of the accidental deaths 
in the United States annually are 
attributed to motor cars. The plans

With the exception of automobile 
crashes all classes of accidents have 
been tabulated and checked accord- 
ing to Homer E, Niesz, president of 
the National Safety Council. This 
gives the council definite informa- 
tion upon which to base its pro- 
gram for accident elimination, Mr 
Niesz declared. 

In his address to the delegates at 
the Pennsylvania this morning, he 
said, in part: 

“Our national campaign for safety 
must continue to be based on facts 
An examination of the trend of ac- 
cidents over the past fifteen years 
Giscloses some facts which are in- 
deed impressive. During that time 
practically every class of accidental 
fatality has decreased with the ex- 
ception of those due to the auto- 
mobile. 

“Accident rates from burns 
drownings. railroads, street cars, and 
other classifiations 
of from 20 to 50 per cent. smaller 
declines are found in the fatality 
rates from machinery, falls, and 
various other causes. 


“In individual industries and 


groups of industries there are many | 


notable instances of reductions. 
Striking evidence of the possibilities 
in such reduction is found in the 
council’s annual report of more than 
2,000 industrial establishments. 
well as in the notable volume en- 
titled ‘Safety and Production’ which 
reports the results of an exhaustive 
survey of the relation between ac- 


cident prevention and production | 


efficiency. 

“It is estimated that last year 3.- 
000,000 industrial workers suffered 
lost time and 25,500 workers lost 
their lives through accidents. But 
if all the industries in the United 
States had been as_ successful in 
their safety work as the 2,000 estab- 


lishments that reported their records | 


to the council, 8,600 of these lives 
would have been saved and 400,000 
Jost time injuries would have been 
avoided. 

“Other public accidents have taken 
a toll of human lives during the last 
year numbering 20,000—an addition 
of more than 75 per cent. of those 
caused by automobile alone. 

“Perhaps the most distressing 
group of accidents within our pur- 
view is the one occurring within the 
homes of our land. An exhaustive 
study of the available sources of in- 
formation indicates the number of 
home fatalities due to accidents to 
be approximately 25,000 during the 
year 1927, practically the same as 
the number of industrial fatalities 

“While the facts on non-fatal in- 
juries are meager, it is estimated 
from the data at hand that there 
were at least 5,000.000 n«n-fatal 
home injuries last year 

“Organization is necessary in this 
as in other fields of accident pre- 
vention, and I recommend the es- 
tablishment of a women’s committee 
or division whose most important 
function should be the determina- 
tion and inauguration of means and 
methods of reaching the home 
keeper and through her reduce 
home hazards and resultant acci- 
dents.” 

LABOR PLEDGES AID 

John Sullivan. president of the 
New York State Federation of Labor, 
another speaker at today’s program, 
promised the aid of New York labor 
in the national campaign against 
accidents. 

OFFER RESOLUTIONS 

Two sets of resolutions were 
fered at today’s session. One re-
